Night ovortjikes the train, and the ma- 
jority of its occuptmts are soon wrapiieU 
in slumber, while it rushes idong through 
tho darkness. In the early morning our I 
train bocniiies a portion of that from 
Portland which has arrivoil over the O. 
R. & N. Oo.'s lino, and which joins tho 
Northern Pacific at Wnllula junc- 
tion. Breakfast over in the din- 
ing oar, and we are passing 
through a grazing country, lack of rain 
for a long period having dried everything 
up.

slock and agricultural country arunnd it, 
and thu opening up of the mines to the 
north (which are in tho same belt as those 
recent ly discovered at Kock Creek, B. C. ) 
give it a very huge increase in 
[jopulat ion and iriide. 11 tirrying on, we 
pass through a very pndly country, cross 
the lovely Peiid d'Oteille l.iKe, and then 
mil alun;"i llio hank m Clark's fork of the 
Coluniliia river for iii.iny miles, hero and 
there in its course ihero being many pic- 
ture.sipie rapids, nigged shore lines, while 
the whole country is one of pleasing ai- 
ir.ictivone8.s. Again night overtakes us, 
.and liet w eeii seven and eight o'clock in 
the iii.iniiii'j, we reach llelen.-i, Ml. This 
is ill uiio ul' tin- rieliosi niiiiiii;^ hells and, 
llioiiL'li lliere are somr very li.andsonie re 
sideiiees \isil)le, the main j^ortion of the 
citv is invisiliie, lieiiig, as one of its ri'si- 
deiits remarked, "down in the gulch," 
and a rich ouleli it proMul to be, formally 
millions of gold ill t he gnnind was tak<!n 
out. This h;is now lieen succeeded by 
the more periiianeiil uiui; of e.xtracliiig 
tho prociou* metals from the oresby smelt- 
ing. Uolona is suiTolUlded by some veiy 
line stock and grain ranches. In fact the 
hroad valley ihiinigh which the Northern 
Pacilic valley runs is one of great produc- 
tiveness, unlike Its eiitupetitors to the 
north and smith. Before we reach the 
Bozuinan tunnel the four hranelies which 
form tho Madison, and wdiioh aro the 
headwaters of the great Missouri are 
noted, flowing at this point westward, but 
gradually working iheir way until they 
form H portion of the miolity Mississippi, 
and at last outer the .-U.lanlic ocean at the 
(;Llf of Mexico.

Despite the heat and dust it has 
lieeti a coiiifortahle ride, the sle'epers 
being luxurious, the diners always jn-ovid- 
ing a good meid, and what has much t-o 
do with the pleasure of a jounicy, the 
otiicials are uiiiforinly courteous and 
thoughtful for the cond'ort of their pas 
seiigers. Livingstone is at the entrance 
to the Yellowstone canyon, is a place of 
about 1,00() inhabitants.

Thd JleeliUK at Knuls Kudu Without Blood- 
shed—Comments of llie l.oudou Priim.

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THE SOCIETY OF CINCINNATI. 

It may surprise soiiio of our readers to 
loam that tliei-e is .'Ui oi-oaiii/.at ion in the 
L'liited .States which pract u ally aiiiouiit.s 
to an hereditary aristocracy'. It is called 
the "Society of Cincinnati," and has ex- 
isted over since tlie inaugaration of the 
republic. The organiz.ition was ofiected 
in this way: .\t the close «f the w^ar for 
independence a pniposition was made by 
French, (iermanauil other foreion dllieer.s 
who had taken part in the striioulc. th.-it 
something of the kind be estalili.shed. 
These soldiers of fortune had come from 
lands which at that time placeil .,'reat tU'- 
pendeiico on the nobility, and althougli 
they had taken such a ]ironiineiit part in 
the revolt of the colonies, ihey ilo not 
seoiu to have become republican i/.ed. 
They may have th(.)Uoht that the youu;^ 
country was not likely to iiiaintuiu a pros- 
perous existence without a bulwark tliai 
would represent the power vested in the 
European landed gentry. The original 
idea was to h.-ive the society at lirst con- 
sist of oUiccrs who li;ul I'cndered honor- 
able service in the war. and aftci'waids of 
their descendants. Thus the league 
might be perpetuated, and if the iiitoi est 
would be sustained, its mcntbei-ship 
would bo sure '0 coiistjintly iiiireise. 
Although it e I it liiii-d the \ cry c.-^.-ieace 
of the spirit i.i;it m ii rnl.s rmpircs, tie.: 
founders of the Cincinuui organizeil it on 
a republican basis. Each of the tliirti i n 
states luid a society of the. r own, and tlun' 
was a central society v.'hieh reiiresentod 
the wliole body. The French otticers had 
u society of their own, ^vith a good ie|irc- 
sentation in the niiiin 1 ouy. .Apparently 
the idea was veiy pop .lac with llic home 
rulers of a century ■icnce.

contempt for the .achievements of the 
Ohristian oKfiiiohV it is well to investigate 
minutely the basis of her claims for rov- 
erouco ai\d adoration. In the past lifty 
the nebidar tlieor' of Kant and Laplace, 
having been devel iped by the llei'schols, 
Mayer, . I rude, Olei k Maxwell and Sir 
Willi.ini Thompson, has reached its 
fullest extent in the cosniical 
conceptions of Tsit and Balfour 
Stewart. But even these conceptions are 
as faint and indistinct as the conceptions 
which the man blind from bis birth has 
of the lieauticB of the landsc.ipe, or as the 
eonceiitious which the deaf mute has of 
the ravishment of a perfect rendition of 
the symphonies of Heethovon. Tliere 
have been marvellous researches into the 
department of geology in recent years. 
Lyoll and his coadjutors have demon- 
strated, with minute investigations and a 
weidth of logic, the immeasurable an- 
ti(puty of the earth. Darwin, by assmn- 
ing the existence of a iiriiiui group of or- 
ganisms gifted with the inherent tendency 
to reproduce in geometrical ratio, with 
natural heredity and variations, has dem- 
onstrated how, under the law of the sur- 
vival of the (Itteat, the species might 
have boon evolved. Lubbock's "Ori- 
gin of Ci\iliziUion," Taylor's "Prim- 
itive Culture," iMebeun.in's "Prim- 
itive Marriage" have likewisi^ dem- 
onstrated how the man of civilization 
and culture has ov may have l)een evolved 
from the savage state. Herbert Spoiicor 
has likewise attempted to make clear the 
development of the higher moral and in- 
telloetiial faculties of man, from the brute 
instincts of the dog and the horse and the 
intelligence of the snail and the ant. But 
even if all these most retinitd deductions 
be accepted, they failc.unpletely loexplain 
tlio essence, nature, duty and desliny of 
the soul .if num. Man's corporal structure 
may be akin to that of the lieasts, its ele- 
ments may bo Lhose of tln^ dead, inani- 
mate nature about him; but even granting 
this, science throws no new light on the 
primal genesis, nor upon the ultimate des- 
tiny of the human mind or soul. The 
|iliysicists of recent years have made 
astonishing revelations respecting the 
••persistence of force," or what is now 
styled "the conservatism of energy," that 
the sum total of energy, potential and 
active, is a constant and unchanging (puiti- 
tity ill the universe. The ajiphcation of 
this doctrine to the mechanical arts has 
given rise to irrc' '"..aiices ni nearly : ■"■7 "s 
,'ve'' ' ' -ecti ... li has proved an iiiipor- ! ^'J.,',"',',',' 
taut factor in the application of electrical 
science to mechanical and industrial in- 
ventions. The electric tulegr;iph and the 
elci'lric cable, and the more reeuiil intm- 
duction of the telephone, microscope, tele- 
autograph, etc. , have almost comidetcly 
revolutionized connnerce and trade. The 
dynamo proposes to usurp steam in its 
present use as a motive power, while the 
electric light has placed a new sun in the 
lirmamcnt of night. The Hesseliier pro- 
cess, electro-plating and the iuiuimerabli' 
mechanical inventions uf nur day arc also 
held up as the triumphs nf ap]ilied sci 
once. The invention nf the spectroscope, 
and the develo[inient of spectrum .an.dysis 
have added wonderfully to our stock of 
knowledge res]iecting this and other 
worlds; but they have given us no insight 
into the conditions which will surround 
us in •'the next." The zealous prosecu- 
tion of such .scientitic stmlies as zoology, 
botany and purebiidogy, according to the 
evoluLionary method, has developed from 
tlie chaotic accumulations of our stores of 
knowledge most satisfactory working the- 
ories; but that these theories arc ulti- 
mate verities no one can for a moment ad 
mit. .Science has acliiex ed a marvellous ad- 
vance in the past lifty years; but it has 
hrought to light lushing antagonistic to 
the teachings of the man Christ .lesus, as 
delivercil in all their pristine power and 
simplicity. The legitim.ate teaching of 
science and the legiinate teacliing of the 
Christian church can never elasii, .as they 
should he con lined to distinctly diUcreiit 
spheres. The scientific t peculations of 
tl;e day can detract nothing from the su- 
pre 110 dignity and eternal destiny of the 
lunu.-in sou! as sei f<irtli in tii(> teachings 
of (.'lirisl. It is only wlieii sonn' pre 
5Uiii[)luous pre.acluu' gro\vs weary with en- 
forcing the eternal veritiivs of the ('liris- 
t ian religion and .at leinpis to refute sci 
entitle deductions to wliich wise and gooil 
men have arrived after a lifetime ipf jia 
tieiit study, or when some eipially pre 
sumptuous .scientist .atteiupts to apply the 
laws of mechanics to ihu workings uf the 
hiliuau soul, that tin; so-called science 
.and the so-called Christian teaching clash. 
And what wonder! Would not the 
]ireaclier or the scientist reject a diet me 
chanically eouipijunded of tiie elemental 
sulistances known to chemistry !
